Is This Fair? 


In accordarico with a long established 
custom in Coyina, the churches of 
the 
Presbyterian, Methodist, Baptist 
and 
Christian denominations, held 
union 
services Thanksgiving day. 
Covina 
was one of the very few cities in South­ 
ern California where public gatherings 
were permitted in the .churches on ac­ 
count of the influenaa, but this city has 
fortunately thus far esceped the ra­ 
vages of the disease in epidemic form. 


The services, .yesterday, were held in 
the Presbyterian church, this large au­ 
ditorium being filled with worshippers. 
The Rev. C. A. Foreman, pastor of the 
church, presided, with F. B. Cowgill, 
Rev. J. W. Utter and Rev. A. Watson 
Brown on the platform. The musical 
program consisted of vocal duet by the 
Misses Utter, accompanied by Miss 
Dorothy King, violin, and Miss Vesta 
Ames, flute. Miss King also played a 
violin number during the offering. 


The address was delivered by 
the 
Rev. A. Watson Brown, pastor of the 
Baptist church. It was an eloquent 
appeal devoid of any reference to tem­ 
poral prosperity, the speaker directing 
the attention of his hearers to the moral 
and spiritual blessings granted to the 
American people during the past year. 
He said in part: 


"This is a beautiful and appropriate 
custom we have of setting apart one 
day to publicly acknowledge our grat­ 
itude to the Infinite Giver for all his 
bountebus love. 


"There never was a year in which we 
had greater causo for 
thanksgiving. 
The terrible war is over. Serious and 
difficult problems may be before us, but 
at least, the unspeakable nightmare is 
past. Out of the poisonous smoke and 
vapors, out of the blood of unparalleled 
conflict, the world emerges into 
the 
dawn of a new day. 


"Better still, tho war is closed in vic­ 
tory, not in. compromise. There is no 
doubt aq,to who lost. It was organized 
'wjrpnjk a? false;fMe;ory& afogo, vojmntfent^. a 


N61.is'there any 'doubt as .to who 
been victorious—the defenders of free-" 
doni^ of the golden rule of brotherhood, 
of justice and honor. Well may 
we 
thank God who giveth us the victory. 


" 'What shall I render unto God for 
all his benefits toward me,' asks tho 
Psalmist. Does our gratitudo oud with 
the tooting-of horns and the waving of 
flags? The inspired writer determined 
to render definite things unto the Lord. 
First he determined to take another re­ 
freshing draught from the cup of sal­ 
vation. So also should we. God's sal­ 
vation hath strengthened us thus 
far. 
It has,freed us from the menace of the 
barbaric destroyer. Let us : quaff deep­ 
er from the same cup, and from it re­ 
ceive strength for the new responsibili­ 
ties and'struggles of the untried period 
into which we are entering. How fit­ 
ting it is that we hold our Thanksgiv­ 
ing services in a church, for here best 
can wo take again the cup of salva­ 
tion.

'' Another thing the good man of old 
determined to do was to pay his vows 
to show his appreciation of God's bene­ 
fits. How practical this is. In those 
days of hardship we purposed 
mtfny 
noble things, but now, that the moral 
tension of tho struggle is over, it is easy 
to forget our high rosolvos. In victory 
let us be as pure in motive as we were in 
danger. We wore fighting for the high­ 
est qualities of human ethics. 
Let'us 
hold those same high qualities in peace, 
and never again settle back into our old 
selfishness and low aims. 
Nationally 
and individually, let us pay our sacred 
vows. . 


"Thanksgiving is not only a matter 
of words, but of deeds. Out of 
the 
great gladness and deep sadness of this 
year there should come to ever one of 
us a refinement of soul that will make 
us more just, more gentle, more gener­ 
ous, more willing to serve the world's 
sorrow, to serve the world's need and 
to render to the Good God, who gives 
ua all, tho things that are acceptible to 
him."

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Services Mark Last 
Rites tor Slain Officer 


The beautiful funeral service at tho 
Presby'terian church on Friday morn­ 
ing was a fitting tribute to tho life and 
death of Deputy Sheriff George W. Van 
Vliet, who died fearlessly in the dis­ 
charge of his duty -pn tho previous 
Tuesday. From the flacrcd service the 
people gathered afftl separated 
with 
feelings as many as their character; 
but many, perhaps most, felt that the 
sting of sorrow was taken away and 
any bitterness for what seemed a need­ 
less loss sunk in a wider and deeper 
sense. 


The church was filled with people 
and scores were banked on tho steps 
leading to the main entrance, unable to 
gain admittance. The body, escorted by 
fellow officers from the sheriff's offlco, 
had been takon to tho church an hour 
before the service, and the casket and 
platform were bahked and covered by 
tho many floral pieces sent by friends 
of the deceased from all ovor the coun­ 
ty. 


The services wore conducted by the 
Rev. C. A. Foreman, pastor of the 
church, assisted by the Rev. Paul G. 
Stevens of Pasadena, an intimate friend 
of the deceased, and former pastor of 
the local church, both of whom paid a 
high tribute to the character of the 
deceased. 


Rev. Mr. Foreman said in part: 
'' We have gathered in this sacred 
place to do fitting honor to tho dead 
and to show our deep-felt sympathy for 
those who have been most sorely be­ 
reaved. 


"There is no reserve in our desire to 
honor this brave and heroic defender of 
order, decency and good government. 
From the depths of our souls we de­ 
plore this ruthless taking away. 
We 
deplore the sacrifice of this usoful life 
and hate that baso depravity which 
lurked in human form and was tho cause- 
of this brothers' death. It was that so-, 
ciety and' institutions might'*nofc longer 
be at tho mercy of suohmoral and civil 
outla^ythatf^ti^

IN LONDON Y. M. C. A. HUT 


PROHIBITION B I L L I S S I G N E D B Y 
P R E S I D E N T — E F F E C T I V E J U L Y 1. 


The following interesting letter has 


hero 
received by Miss Aura Fitch, art 


teacher in the Covino high school, from 


her cousin in London, and is descrip­ 


tive of the work being done by 
the 


Y . M. C. A. for the American soldiers 


there as they passed through the city 


for the French front: 


October 14, 1918, 
Temple Fortune Lane, 
Golden Green, London, N. W. 
Dear Aura: 


Your letter of Sept. 12. arrived in 
just one month to a day, and I was in­ 
deed glad to hear from you after 
so 
long a silence. 
I was just about writ­ 
ing mother for your nddrnss. 


Well, I am not of enlisting age, but 
I am working hard to help those who 
arc and And it intensely interesting, and 
although 
it takes up lots of 
time 
I 
enjoy it so much that I work harder 
for my living than ever before. All my 
spare time is given to the Y. M. C. A. 
Eagle Hut, which fortunately is located 
near my office. Saturday is my regular 
day there, from 11 in the morning tillj 
7, but it is frequently 9 or 10 before I 
tear myself away. 1 am also chairman 
of the publicity committee and of the 
information 
bureau. 
The latter is 
in 
charge of a staff 
of ladies who are, 
some of them, there all day long . Their | 
part of the job is to direct the boys to j 
trains, theaters, different sights about 
town, and also give almost any inf or-; 
xnation wished for. 


My particular part of the work 
is 
just " m i x i n g " with the men, talking 
with them, and having been over such 
a large part of the States, I can talk 
" h o m o " to almost any of them. 
And 
how glad, they are to talk of home, too! 
Some of them get mighty lonesome and 
need a few cheery words to buck them 
up. 
There are about seventy-five of us 
men 
volunteers 
who nro there 
night 
and day in different shifts. 
A 
great 
many of 
them are Americans, 
really 
the majority of them. 
Then thcro are 
about 600 women who wait on tnbles, 
lielp in the kitchens, etc. They work in 
shifts of three Hours. Some of them arc 
there several 
days 
a week, and 
one 
American lady, who is quite well-to-do, 
is at the hut from thirty to forty hours 
a wreck. 


The haTdor, heavier work is done by 
paid workers. j I n addition; to theso 
there w e iourtoon regular " Y . " secre- 
^Tiea^hb'ittend to'tho executive part. 


j^faeas^each, a large " q u i e t r o o m , "

and lectures are on every afternoon and 
evening, 
five

magazines .and papers from tho States, 
hot and cold showers, baths, etc.

mend clothes, and another to organize 
tours about town. 


One.idea of mine has taken on very 
welL I had a map of the United States 
and Canada' photographed and enlarged 
up to 10x6 feet in size, and tho boys in 
TJ. S. uniform pin a small U. S. flag in 
the home town, and those in 
British 
uniform the British flag. You would bo 
amazed at the number of British flags 
in' the 
States. 
Each man 
writes 
his 
name on the flag. We also havo a reg­ 
ister by 
states, and they 
give 
their 
stations here also, and many a man has 
had a happy meeting just from this 
Btunt.* 


W e 
average 
about 
60,000 
meals 
a 
month, and 
from 
fifteen 
to 
eighteen 
thousand beds. 
Of course, you under­ 
stand, any and 
all uniforms arc wcl. 
come, and i t s ' a great deal of pride to 
us 
to see our boys, though 
English, 
Australian, N e w Zealand, French, and 
Belgian, mix. 
Wo could use twice as 
much room if we had space and help. 


A soldier can get 
a good meal 
of 
meat, vegetables, drink, bread and des­ 
sert for 15 cents, and the cooking is 
excellent. 


We 
havo

committee 
that 
meets 
trains and brings the boys to the hut. 
And how glad they are to find on land­ 
ing that they havo a hearty welcome! 
I remember one Saturday a bunch ar­ 
rived from the statesy a speeial bunch 
of wireless men. 
I met 
them,

twenty, got them to tho hut, gavo them 
a, good feed, and as they had had 
a 
vory rough passage with little 
sleep, 
I took them aitor they had eaten 
to 
their beds. 
They wore soon snoring. 
Late in the afternoon one of them told 
mo there was only one thing lacking 
in tho arrangement, and that was 
I 
" d i d n ' t kiss him g o o d n i g h t ! " 


Last Saturday night we had a nigger 
minstrel show—real niggers from a reg­ 
iment of negroes. 
Virginia went with 
me, and we laughed ourselves sick. 


I have met a great many boys from 
California, 
mostly 
in 
tho 
air 
force. 
W e have had a number out to our homo 
for pie, coffee and cake, and how they 
yell warn Virginia brings in lemon cus­ 
tard 
pie! 
Believe 
me, 
there 
isn't 
enough left to feed a dickey bird. 


Among other things, w e have a soda 
fountain, pancake griddle, and a small 
•tore where cigars, cigarettes, 
candy, 
chewing gum, etc., can be purchased. 


The hut is located in the Strand, the 
part called Aldwych, in the heart 
of 
London, and believe me, it is the busiest 


place in London.

there, too. Fortunately for me my busi­ 
ness is such that \ can give this time 
or I should feci like a "slacker.' 


We have had worfterful 
experiences 
here in London with Zeppelin and aero­ 
plane raids, and I saw the last 
Zcp 
brought dtwn. 
That was an inspiring 
sight. Fortunately none has come close 
to us, though bombs have been dropped 
as near as h&lf 
a mile—quite 
near 
enough. But during .a raid the firing is 
most terrific, as some tremendous guns 
arc near our house and when they open 
fire everything shakes. Virginia is very 
cool about it, in fact, has gone to sleep 
during the firing.

Washington, Nov, 21,—Wartime pro­ 
hibition is to be a reality on and after 
July 1, 1919. 


President Wilson late this afternoon 
signed the emergency food stimulation 
bill which carried with it the prohibi­ 
tion rider under which the sale of dis^ 
tilled, malt or vinous beverages is pro­ 
hibited after June 30, 1919, and there­ 
after during the period of the war and 
of demobilization of the army. 
Manu­ 
facture of distilled spirits now is pro­ 
hibited 
under 
the 
food 
control 
law, 
which will expire with the signing of 
the peace treaty. 
Regarding malt and vinous beverag- 
, 
the 
new 
measure 
provides 
that 
their manufacture shall cease M a y 1, 
1919, 
and the sale for beverage pur­ 
poses on July 1. • Manufacture for ex­ 
port is not prohibited, but imports of 
all intoxicating drinks during the war 
and demobilization are barred. 


A telegram from Mr. Hoover makes 
the following 
announcement:

Don't jForget. 


Much -water has gone under the "bridge 
since we pledged ourselves to buy war 
savings stamps and fill savings certifi­ 
cates in a certain period of time. 


Thousands of troops were then going 
overseas to fight the Hun; now thou- 
• sands of our hoys are coming home for 
the holidays. 


Sfany of us act as if we thought tho 
war was over, and there was no need 
for any more war savings. 


Some, perhaps thinking themselves 
absolved of their obligation, are already 
. starting in to spend what for a brief 
period they saved. 


We have no right to cancel our con­ 
tracts or to break our pledges. 


Not until peace has been finally de­ 
clared, and fixed can this country put 
itself; on a peace basis. 


Thet.government has cut off millions 
of expenses, it is true, but has still in 
service and under pay nearly 4,000,000 
men; and though it intends to bring 
most of them back and demobilize those 
in training camps immediately, it will 
consume all winter to effect that reduc­ 
tion. Meanwhile sustenance must be 
provided, bills that have been incurred 
must be paid and new expenses roust be 
met. 


Even as it took millions to rajse and 
equip an army of civilians, so it will- 
, take billions to return these men to 
civil life. 


War so far has cost Uncle Sam be­ 
tween twenty and twenty-five billions. 
Nearly seventeen billions was raised in 
the four Liberty loans. The tax roll 
for the current year is figured at about 
six billions. 


Current expenses cannot be met with­ 
out floating a fifth issue of bonds, and 
the amount of that issue will be decided 
largely by the quantity of war •savings 
stamps which are taken up. 


It was originally estimated that two 
billions could be raised by these stamps, 
which are a highly attractive form of 
investment for small savings and spare 
change. 


Unless those who arc pledged to buy 
certain quantities of stamps fulfill their 
promises, not even one billion will be 
raised. 


Think this over: 
Isn't it better to put your money into 
savings certificates which return a good 
rate of interest compounded, than to 
have that much more exacted from you 
by taxation t 


Isn't it well to teach your children 
thrift, and have them persevere in the 
saving habit in peace as well as war t 


Isn't it tho right thing and the only 
honest thing to do, to help bear the 
burdens of war; and ought you not on 
bended knees to give thanks that the 
war lasted no longer and cost no more 
than it did! 


peace. 


God has in His good pleasure given us 
peacA It has not come as a mere cos- 
satiAjji of-arms, a. mere relief from the 
strain and tragedy of war. It has come 
as a great triumph of right. 
- Complete victory has brought us, not 
peace alone, but the confident promise 
of a new day as well, in which justice 
shall replace force and jealous intrigue 
among the nations. Our gallant armies 
have participated in a triumph -which 
is not marred or stained by another 
purpose of selfish aggression. In a 
righeous cause they have won immortal 
gloryajand have nobly served their na­ 
tion !pi serving mankind. 


God has indeed been gracious. We 


have cause for such rejoicing as revives 
and strengthens in all the best tradi­ 
tions of our,- national history. A new 
day shines about us, in which our 
hearts take new courage and look for­ 
ward with now hope to new and greater 
duties. 


While we render thanks for these 
things, lot us not forget to seek the 
divine guidance in the performance of 
those duties, and divine mercy and for­ 
giveness for all errors of act and pur­ 
pose, and pray that in all that wo do 
wo shall strengthen the ties of friend­ 
ship and mutual respect upon < which 
we must rely to build a new structure 
of peace and good w,ill among the na­ 
tions.—President Woodrow Wilson.

Germans Protected by 


The following letter, received by Mrs. 
John Quinn of West Covina, from her 
brother, Harry L. Cerdwfcll, now on 
active service with the American expe­ 
ditionary forces in Prance, pictures the 
elr borate character of the German dug­ 
outs on the front lines: 


October 14, 1918. 


Dear Home Folks: 


Your letter of September 10th just 
received. Was glad to hear from you, 
as it had been so long since I had had 
Tetters. I do not understand why you 
have not been getting my letters. 


I suppose you know from the papers 
about where we are located, and what 
grand work the 89th division has been 
doing. We left Camp Dc Songe on Sep­ 
tember 17, and since that time have 
been in the field. Say, when one of 
those big German shells happens to 
light anyways near, it niaks an uncom­ 
fortable feeling run up and down the 
spine. It will do that to the bravest of 
them. 


About the third night we were out on 
the field, we stopped nt about 4 p. m. 
and camped. I was about all in; any­ 
way I lay clown on the grass and did 
not pitch a tent, so when it came bed­ 
time I just rolled up in my blankets and 
went to sleep, near the kitchen. About 
12:30 
I 
was 
almost 
frightened 
to 
death! It was our first gas alarm. 
I 
got my gas mask and put it on and 
stood there, almost shivering to death, 
and it was not altogether the cold that 
made me shake so hard, cither. 
We 
have two gas officers on duty all the 
time. If gas is detected, they give the 
alarm. As we have our masks with us 
at all times, all we have to do is to put 
them on and wait till it is all passed 
off. 


The town we are in at this writing 
is all blown to pieces—not a building of 
any kind left standing. Wherever one 
of the big shells strikes it tears a gre it 
hole in anything it hits—rock, building, 
etc. 


I had not pictured the trenches, dug­ 
outs or barbed wire entanglements as 
being anything like they are. The way 
the Germans had thoir places fixed up 
looks as though it would have been im­ 
possible to ever run them out of here. 
They evidently thought the same thing, 
as they had built everything so com­ 
fortable for themselves. They had dug­ 
outs way down under the ground, had 
electric lights in thorn, and were fixed 
up as though they did not intend to 
leave as hurriedly as the . Americans 
made them leave. tTjiere are also places 
where they had made par^s, places to 
rest and. sit aroudfc and enjoy their 
»•• drinks. But believe me, nono of the 
Germans get to enjoy them now! 


I will tell you of our dugout, in 
which four of us are living. 
Wo just 
dug down in the ground a ways, then 
put up sheet iron around the sides and 
end, banked up around with rock and 
dirt, and in it we are very comfortable 
and dry. We have a bed in each cor­ 
ner. The stove is one that had been 
used by the Germans. The other day 
five of us went out into the woods to 
find a table, and while walking along 
in one of the German trenches, ran onto 
a dead German with his head off, then 
a little farther up in tho woods we 
found another one. It looked as though 
their comrades were in too much of a 
hurry to take tiiuo to bury thorn. 


We have been having plenty of r a i n - 
in fact, too much, but our little dugout 
does not leak and with our fire we ,are 
ablo to keep comfortable. 


The way the Germans are going back 
it looks as if they are just about ready 
to admit they are defeated. 
This is 
what we are all hoping and praying 
will happen. 


There is no place hero whero wo can 
have photos taken. There is some talk 
of the 89th division going back for a 
rest, and if we do, and I havo a chance 
to get some taken, I will send them. 


I suppose sister has been having a 
fine time this summer. Gee, it seems as 
if it takes ages to get mail. When we 
came over wo wero on tho water just 
thirteen days.

Well, I will close for this time, hop­ 
ing to hoar from you real soon, with 
much love to all.

GRAND ARMY VETERAN 


FURLS HIS FLAG 


The death of Andrew McKirahan, at 
a Monrovia hospital, on Sunday, 
re­ 
moves another of the few remaining 
Grand Army veterans from this val­ 
ley, who today are less than a 
dozen. 
Tho demise of this aged veteran 
was 
not unexpected, as he had been in de­ 
clining health for some timo. 


Tho funeral services were conducted 
from tho Presbyterian church, Wednes­ 
day morning, by Rev. C. A. Foreman, 
pastor of tho deceased. 
Sacred musi­ 
cal numbers were rendered by Mrs. C. 
A. Foreman and Miss Gertrudo Hulco. 
Tho remains wero laid at rest 
beside 
those of his beloved wifo and daughter, 
at the Oakdale cemetery. 
Tho pall­ 
bearers wore all Grand Army voterans, 
N. D. Mussoy, J. S*. Tripp, J. B, Ray­ 
mond, John Smith, .G. M. Burlinggame, 
of Pasadena and Mf. Dawson. 
The ob­ 
sequies were in chargo of W. Q, Cus- 
tor. 
, 


Andrew McKirahan was born in Bel­ 
mont county, Ohio, ^February 19, 1840. 
He received his education in the dis-. 
trict schools of the community and af­ 
terwards engaged in farming. At tho 
age of 21 ho enlisted in the servico of 
his country, December 16, 1861, being 
a member of company D, 43rd Ohio vol­ 
unteer infantry 
Ho was wounded at 
Corinth, Mississippi, October 4, 1802, 
and remained in the hospital until the 
noxt April, when he was sent to Colum­ 
bus, Ohio. He served there on provost 
guard duty until October 4, 1863, and 
then 
-returned to liis regiment, serving 
with it throughout the remainder of the 
war. 


-After the death of his first wife, ho 
married Lovina King of New Richland, 
Ohio, and went to a farm in Pago coun­ 
ty, Iowa, where they lived twenty-five 
years. 
To this union was born four 
daughters, two dying in childhood. 


In tho fall of 1899 tho family moved 
to California. 
After two years' resi­ 
dence in Pasadena they lived at the 
ranch home on Puento street, Covina. 


In ljis youth Mr. McKiralun joined 
the Unitod Presbyterian church and re­ 
mained a consistent membor for many 
years. While living at Covina ho unit­ 
ed with tho Covina Presbyterian church 
at the time of its organization. 


Ho ontered into his rest Sunday, Nov­ 
ember 24, at the Hobon hospital, Mon­ 
rovia, at the age of 78 years, 9 months 
and 5 days. In 1916, his wife and his 
daughter, Pearl, preceded him to the 
Better Land. 
He is survived by a 
daughter, Mrs. A. E» Bennett of Mis­ 
souri; his daughter, Cora, of Covina; a 
brother, M. F. McKirahan of Riverside, 
Cal., and a sister, Mrs. M. J. Twinom of 
Demos, Ohio. 


Young lieutenant 


Gassed in France 


H. N. Webber, proprietor of the Web­ 
ber garage, has received a letter from 
his son, Lieutenant Leigh Webber, in­ 
forming him that the young man had 
been gassed on the French front in a 
night attack on October 10. The letter 
is written from a base hospital and is as 
follows: 


I am suffering mostly with,my eyes 
and throat. I have travelled from one 
hospital to another on a stretcher be­ 
cause in gas cases the patient has to be 
kept quiet, as gas is a funny thing and 
apt to hit one a number of hours after 
it is encountered. The cure is to rest, 
and that is what I am doing now. We 
are well cared for, with nurses to look 
out for all of us. I was acting adjutant 
at the time, with Captain Wood as bat­ 
talion commander. Our battalion, tho 
3rd, was to have been the assault bat­ 
talion in an advance of several kilo­ 
meters through the 
woods. Un­ 
fortunately we were rather badly cut 
up by enemy shell fire during the after­ 
noon and night before the attack, and 
were not able to make the advance. So 
we got our men together as best we 
could and lay in support of the 1st and | 
22nd battalions which finally came up, 
went forward and took the objective. 
It has been hard fighting right along, 
and H. E. and machine guns have taken 
quite a toll of our men. I'm truly 
thankful to bo back here alive and on 
the road to recovery; think it will be 
at least a month before I can get back' 
to regular duty. There are so many men 
and officers over here who claim they 
are anxious to get to the front that I 
am willing to give them my chance next 
time. I can count sixty days that I 
havo been under shell fire and I hope- 
that I have seen my last battle. All tho 
German prisoners are mighty glad to 
give themselves up, and all are of the 
opinion that the war is near an end. 
They won't allow us to get up yet, and 
I havo been making compresses and 
swabs this morning to help out. Since 
the beginning of the campaign I havo 
lost everything I own except 'a pair of 
breeches and a rain coat. 
My entire 
haversack, 
containing 
toilet 
articles, 
etc., was stolen and my bsd roll had to 
be left at the field hospital where I 
was before', so I am travelling light, as 
it were. Soon after I rsjoinod my regi 
mont from my first hospital oxporience, 
I found myself in command of the com 
pany; that does not nvaan I keep i t - 
just acting C O , It's too big a job for 
mo at this stage of t'ao game, j •

On a hill in tho village are the ruins 
of a castle supposed to be one thousand 
years old. I understand tho pictures 
aro to be shown soon in the U. S. Get 
ting along O. K. and feel fine.

This is a wonderful place and this 
univorsity is second in the United 
States in point of attendance.

are nearly 8000 students. 


This students' army training corps 
does not meet the approval of many of 
the boys, and especially the boy that 
has a liberal allowance and does not 
care to be under the strict military disr 
cipline. 
* Everyone must be up at 6 a.m. There 
are the usual army regulations in re­ 
gard to mess, and then the drill from 
6:40 to 7:40. 


A few minutes is allowed to get 
books and then they have to march to 
class. At 12:05 they form for mess and 
inarch down to the mess hall. 


At 12:40 they march to classes, and at 
4:10 they drill an hour. 


Mess at 6:05 and fall in again at 7:- 
15 and march to study hall and study 
until 10 o'clock. At 10:30 lights must 
bo but and everything quiet. 


There is the usual army inspection as 
to hair cut, shave, neatness of uniform 
and cafe of gun. 


The fellow that is good gets along 
all right, but the one that does not come 
up to inspection will get kitchen, police 
duty, and lots of work put on him that 
does no^ set good, and most of the boys 
find it pays to obey. 


This is not the university life that 
most boys have, planned, and you will 
hear a lot of kicking about it, and es­ 
pecially among the fellows that have a 
liberal supply of kale and come prepar­

Doing Their Best 


Not all the heroism of the war has 
been demonstrated on tho battlefields 
of Frnncc. The writer of tho following 
letter, with his comrades, has been do­ 
ing his bit, surely, to help make the 
world safe. 


Corporal Grabov and about 
thirty 
others were transferred from the 14th 
infantry into another company and left 
in Alaska to do guard duty while the 
other members of tho company were 
sent out. Grabcr has been there about 
a year now. He was formerly in the 
service on the Mexican border and wont 
directly from thero to Alaska. 


Anchorage, Alaska, 
October 25, 191S. 


Dear Friend: 


Received your letter and scrap books 
and want to thank you for them. 


Our winter has set in for good now, 
a* it has been twelve below zero for 
the Inst couple of days, with a blizzard 
going at sixty miles an hour. This is 
only tho month of October; what will 
it be like in January? It was sixty-four 
below zero here part of last winter. Tho 
northern lights aro beautiful here now 
—every color of tho rainbow. 


I havo been in tho service one and 
one-half years now and havo given up 
all hope of getting across the big pond. 
If I ever see the battlefields of Franco 
it will be from tho deck of*a "rubber 
n e c k " ' b u s , and certainly not while I 
am a soldier. 


The town of Anchorage is one and 
,ono-half milos from our barracks, and in 
winter we boys don't go up town unless 
wo have to on account of tho extreme 
cold. You said you could not find An 
chorago on the map. Well, the town ofi 
Anchorage is only two years old, but 
when we came hore it had over 8000 
inhabitants. Now' it has not over 900 
left. 
The people have been 
flocking 
back to tho states from all over Alaska 
Look on the map for Cook's Inlet. Up 
in the end of th'c Inlet you will find 
Ship's creek;" that is, the old name for 
Anchorage. 


The last boat of the season will bring 
this letter to you. She leaves here to 
day. 
Navigation closes here for six 
months. We will got all our mail and 
supplies over the trail on dog trains 
from (Seward City for the rest of the 
winter. 


The only books we can got hero aro 
a few wo havo in 
; town. They chargo us 
one dollar to read the first ono and 
twenty-five cents for each ono after 
that. When we boys get through pay 
ing for our Liberty bonds, insurance, 
and laundry, wo haven't the money left 
to pay such prices for renting books. 
Our winters aro long, dark and cold, and 
reading matter is as good to us as a 
good meal. 


No, 
we have no Y. M. C. A. here. 
Wish wo did have. There is no place 
for amusement except one movie show, 
and they charge 50 cents a show, with­ 
out music. There is not even a Metho­ 
dist church here. 


Alaska is rich in gold, copper, coal 
and quartz, and a great country for 
hunting big game, but give me God's 
own country again—the good old U. S 
A.! 


The government is building a railroad 
through part of Alaska and owns large 
coal mines here. We guard these and 
also tho large canneries, as the I. W. 
W. have been making lots of trouble 
up here. We go out in bunches of from 
five to fifteen men on outpost duty for 
four weeks at a time, whon wo get re 
lieved again. Strike somo lonely out 
post once in awhile, where all you can 
hear is tho howling of the wolf or the 
cry of the linx. This is all new country 
through which they aro building the 
railroad.
